But even more than this: we who have had a part in this building program, living or dead, 
are united with those of earlier generations - those who built the church building which the 
present edifice replaces, and the one before that, and the one before that - back to the very 


beginning of this congregation.

history 


Following the exploration of this Lackawanna Valley in 1814 by the 
Wurts Brothers, two Philadelphia merchants, who probably mined coal here in 
1822 and shipped it to Philadelphia via sled from here to the Lackawaxen and 
thence down the Delaware River on rafts, the eyes of the country were turned 
toward this valley. The activities on these hillsides became matters of great 
concern to the eastern public. 


Owing to the competition of the more accessible Lehigh Company, another 
market was considered and the possibility of reaching New York City held the 
local attention. 


New York State, by an act of April 23, 1823, incorporated a company for a 
water communication between the Delaware and the Hudson Rivers. A water 
communication! The beginning of the Delaware and Hudson Canal -- from Roundout 
to Honesdale. 

In 1827 an engineer came ''to survey and locate a railroad route" to 
connect the mines with the terminus of the canal. A railroad over the Moosic 
mountains? Impossible! There was no railroad in the entire United States longer 
than ten miles, but two years later on October 8, 1829 the first loaded coal car 
reached Honesdale over the Gravity Railroad directly from the mines here. 


By 1829, under the presidency of Andrew Jackson, 7th President of the 
U.S., when our church was organized, the stir that held the country’s attention 
was the mining operation in Barrendale in the valley of the Lackawanna, by a 
company incorporated in 1823 as ''The President, Managers and Company of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company." The first president was the fastidious 
mayor of New York, Mr. Philip Hone, for whom Honesdale was named. The selec- 
tion of the name ‘‘Carbondale’’ instead of *'Barrendale'' is credited to Washington 
Irving, then a member of the Board of Managers of the Canal Company. 


There were discussions concerning ascending and descending planes for 
crossing the Moosic mountains -- “‘hemlock stringers’’ for rails and the possi- 
bility of a ''steam locomotive" for the “nearly level’ distance between the 
planes. “А steam locomotive," indeed! That could not be. But, someone better 
informed, told of Horatio Allen, the resident engineer during the canal construc- 
tion, who had been sent to England to order four locomotives. One of these four 
was the Stourbridge Lion destined to play an important part in our local history. 


With the finished canal, the first cargo of company coal arrived at Round- 
out on December 5, 1828. This coal had been hauled from the mines on a wagon 
road through Rix's Gap to Honesdale. In May 1829, the Stourbridge Lion arrived 
in New York from England and later arrived in Honesdale. À steam locomotive! 


In an old church record, yellow with age, there appears on page No. l, a 
carefully penned entry of great significance to each member of the Carbondale 
Presbyterian Church, for it records the story of organization and reads as follows: 


“А number of members from Presbyterian churches in different parts of the 
country having settled in Carbondale, it was thought expedient to form a 
Presbyterian Church in this place.” 


| On the 27th day of June 1829, the Rev. Joel Campbell of the Hudson 
Presbytery, probably of Newburgh, N.Y., appeared as a committee and organized 
a church to be known by the name of The Presbyterian Church of Carbondale. 

The following persons presented letters from sister churches and were 
admitted members of this: Sylvanus Jessup, Margaret Jessup, Samuel Hodgdon, 
Ann Hodgdon, Eliza Townsend, Thomas Sweet, Gilbert Miner Lee, Chapman Halsey. 


: Sylvanus Jessup and Samuel Hodgdon were elected Ruling Elders of the 
church. 


5o was established that early church! 


The officials of the D and Н Со. had come from New York City to see 
Mr. Horatio Allen, who ''unaided and alone drove the Stourbridge Lion upon an 
epoch-making round-trip, partly over a curved trestle, three miles into the woods 
of Pennsylvania to the site of Seelyville, returning to the starting point by revers- 


ing the engine." (August 9, 1829.) 


“The first steam locomotive to turn a wheel or to run on any track in the 
United States.” 


lhese officials visiting Carbondale, seeing the effort of the pioneers, 
noting the church organization, appreciating its effect upon the people, and 
realizing the need of a building, donated land and contributed money towards the 
church provision. | 


lhe preparation to build the First House of Worship is found in an old 
record reading, -- | | ! 


"Not having a suitable place for worship, measures were taken to raise 
funds for the purpose of erecting a building that would be suitable both for a 
place of worship and also for a day school. With the aid of one hundred dollars 
pes by the D and H Canal Co. to the Society and by subscription from the 

ociety, an amount was very soon raised sufficient to pay the expense of such 


a building.’ 


. On this very church plot was erected that simple little building -- with a 
steeple. This single room school-house serving as a place of worship, a day- 
school and a general gathering place for public meetings, played a rare part in 
the history of our city. 


Hev. Jonathan Noble, the first minister here, won the hearts of the people 
as he cared for the infant church. 


In that school building quite near and facing the Church Street side of the 
рени church plot, the little Church Society grew under the beloved Dr. Noble. 
ven then there was a sabbath school in operation, for, in an early book of 
disbursements, one reads of the distribution of funds contributed to Home 
Missions, Foreign Missions, Tract Society, Bible Society and Sabbath School. 


In 1834, during the ministry of T. L. Conkling, a committee was appointed 
to solicit subscriptions for the building of a new church. 


In the earliest book of record there is a list of the subscribers showing 
the amounts given. Subscriptions ran from $2.00 to an occasional $50.00 or $60.00 
gift and only one donation of $100.00, that given by the engineer who had done the 
railroad surveying over our hills seven years before. 


With the new church planned and subscribed for, the school-house was 
moved from its position quite near Church Street to the rear of the present lot, 
probably facing what is now Terrace Street. It continued to serve as a school- 
house. In the records it is referred to as “Те Select School." | 


The new House of Worship was placed on the present site near and facing 
Church Street. Mr. Samuel E. Raynor on the fiftieth anniversary of our church in 
1879 described the building as ''a very neat substantial edifice, of a considerable 
size and in those days considered to be a fine church. It was looked upon as a 
great ornament to our town. 


In the J.R. Durfee History of Carbondale, it is described as "without dome | 


` or steeple, Gothic style," and one is reminded that with the publication of the city 
map in 1851, after Carbondale had been incorporated as a city, this Meeting House 
was not considered “ап ornament’’ for its picture was not included in the group of 
churches shown on the pictorial map. 


The amount credited to construction was $998.08. The church was com- 
pleted for $1100.00 in November 1834 and in the winter of 1835-36 articles of 
incorporation were drawn. The original charter was signed by the Attorney General 
on February 17, 1836. Article No. 1 reads: “Name, style and title shall be The 
First Presbyterian Society of Carbondale.” _

In 1836 a bell was purchased and placed in a bell house or tower built 
directly behind the Meeting House. This bell played an active part in early 
Carbondale's day. Its ringing announced an important event for it called the 
children to school as faithfully as it called all to worship. Its ringing summoned 
the pioneers to work. It tolled solemnly when death occurred and brought out the 
bucket brigade in the emergency of fire. 


Of the members joining during those first ten years there are today a few 
lineal descendants actively engaged in the church's work and support. 


The Methodists and the Catholics had organized in the Fall of 1830. The 
former built its first church in 1832. The Welsh Baptist and The Welsh Calvinistic 
Churches were established in 1833. The Trinity Church organized in 1832 and 
Ihe Baptists in 1848. 


In March 1850 there was a motion to “move the original school-house off 
the lot immediately" but evidently this was not done just then for in December of 
the same year when the great fire swept Main Street and the westerly side of 
Church Street, it destroyed about sixty buildings among which was the one called 
Temperance Hall, corner of Main Street and Salem Avenue, where had been estab- 
lished an Academic School known as ‘Carbondale Academy and Lackawanna 
Institute." After the fire this school was carried on in the little Presbyterian 
school-house. 


All through the years our church has been spared -- suffering neither from 
flood nor flame when these disasters wrought havoc in our town. 


By 1851 Carbondale had become a city, receiving her city charter years 
before Wilkes-Barre (1871) or Scranton (1866), thereby deserving the name of 
""TIhe Pioneer City.” 


In 1854 a belfry was built and other improvements made on ““The Meeting 
House." 


The poor little school-house was moved again and again but sometime later 
than 1857, it was moved off the church plot and eventually it arrived at No. 100 
Spring Street where for many years it has served as an attractive home and is today 
owned and occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Davies. А worn doorstep, indeed! 


In 1859 the congregation started a subscription list towards the raising of 
$10,000.00 forthe erection of a new place of worship. In a record of June 1859 the 
following statements appear: ‘‘Considerthe sale of the old church for sum not less 
than $500.00” and “proceed to the erection” of a brick church. 


There was indecision concerning the site. To use a lot farther up Church 
Street (offeredas a gift) or to remove the old church and build on the original site. 
А decision in favor of the latter resulted in the purchase by the Church of two lots 
on the Southerly side of Salem Avenue, No. 58 and in the summer of 1860 the 
Meeting House” was removed to these lots and for five years the church services 
were held there. 


lhese were momentous times in our country for that grave man, Abraham 
Lincoln, had just been elected President and without the support of all in the North 
and facing the opposition of the South, the outlook was gloomy indeed. 


Indecision here continued. Delays and changes of plans prevailed. Even 
after material was ordered and brick on hand this was ordered sold, for the time 
was not right for the building of the church. Then came the Civil War and all 
erection plans were postponed. 


Shortly after Lincoln’s Emancipation Proclamation on March 17, 1863, 
church erection movement started again. Ground having been broken, the original 
subscription list was brought out but still the work lagged and all was delayed. 


Then in December 1863 the Black Fever swept through the homes. Inthe following 


February, Mr. Ward, the pastor, died. 


In the summer of 1864 work оп the new church was resumed and hurried. At 
various times the amount for construction had been placed at figures ranging down 


the scale from $10,000.00 to $7,000.00. 


Mr. Oliver Crane became the new pastor when the erection of the new 
church was almost completed. The new church, with its beautifully proportioned 
AED (tall, slender and tapering) was dedicated in August 1865. It had cost 

1,700.00. | 


Abraham Lincoln was dead but his dream became a reality when the thir- 
teenth amendment, freeing the slaves, became a part of our Constitution in 1865. 


From 1870 to 1881 Mr. Edward D. Bryan was the pastor. 1882-1885 
Mr. Gustavus Alden served the church. | 


In 1885 came that shepherd, Dr. Charles Lee, who tenderly guarded his 


flock for two score years. 


During Dr. Lee's ministry the church was enlarged and remodeled. The 
pulpit was placed in the addition toward the south and an entrance opposite the 
pulpit was built on 5alem Avenue. This enlarged church was dedicated in 1888. 
Later the Salem Avenue entrance was eliminated and later than 1894 the beautiful 
spire, having been declared unsafe, was removed and in its place was built the 
belfry which greatly lessened the dignity and beauty of the church’s exterior. 


With the resignation of Dr. Lee there came to us Dr. 5. Turner Foster. 
Strong, radiant, eager -- a tireless worker filled with a dream for the future of the 


Presbyterian Church of Carbondale. 


| Ап outstanding event during this ministry was the Centennial Celebration 
held the week of June 23, 1929, commemorating the Organization of the Church on 
June 27, 1829. 


During this time there was a plan for the erection of a new church. With 
$50,000.00 in hand there was an effortfor additional funds and on a Pledge Sunday 
$13,000:00 were raised. However, due to сігситѕѓапсеѕ, їо war, and to Dr. Foster's 


failing health the plans did not materialize. Dr. Foster resigned March 28, 1948. 


On February 6, 1949 a call to become the new pastor was accepted by 
еи Stuart Sweet, son of the distinguished Dr. Louis Matthews Sweet, 5.T.D., 
Ph.D. 


Dr. 5weet by his deep interest in his son's new charge endeared himself to 
this congregation to a remarkable degree and his death on October 3,1950 was felt 
as a personal lossto eachactive member of the Presbyterian Church of Carbondale. 


The new pastor, Rev. Malcolm Stuart Sweet, honor graduate of Hobart Col- 
lege and winner of the Bernadine Orme Smith Fellowship at McCormick Seminary, 
Chicago, Illinois, came to us from the Presbyterian Church at New Hartford, N.Y. 
The Rev. Mr. Sweet is well qualified to carry on magnificently the work so nobly 
begun in the far away days of 1829, 


The spirit born on that June day one hundred and twenty-two years ago is 
strong with the strength of the ages and bids us reach “‘forth unto those things 
which are Беѓоге"" and ''press forward toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus." 


The Dand Н canal abandoned in 1898, the Gravity Railroad a memory since 
1899 but the Church of God goes on. So on July 15, 1949 the razing of the old 
.church was begun -- the first step towards the realization of a new church on the 
old familiar site at the corner of a Avenue and Church Street. 


Our debt of gratitude is to the past but our great obligation is to the future.

Stone, Wond ann Stained Glass 


A beautiful church structure, nobly conceived and skilfully executed, may be a sermon in 
stone, wood, and stained glass. Ecclesiastical art as it is portrayed in these media serves, as 
another has said, two purposes. “ЧЕ is obviously a striking form of architectural decoration, but 
it is also the pictorialization of Scripture and church history, written in a traditional language 
which is full of meaning to those who take the trouble to understand it."' 


Our Building Committee conceived in general terms the type of church building it wished 
to recommend to the congregation. The Committee found in Mr. Charles L. Bolton, the church 
architect, who seemed best able to embody in preliminary sketches the details and general 
scheme it had in mind. The church edifice which grew out of the meetings between Committee 
and architect has now been built. 


Stone . The church is constructed in the Gothic style of architecture which origi- 
nated in France and spread through western Europe between the years 1100 and 
1500. It is typically characterized by the converging of weights and strains at 
isolated points upon slender vertical piers and counterbalancing buttresses and 
by pointed arches and vaulting. These characteristics of Gothic architecture give 
our church such typical features as the nave arcade, the clerestory with its 
windows, the piers forming the arches of the arcade, the aisle vaulting, the 
buttresses sweeping down to the shield corbels, and, on the exterior, the pinnacles 
of the tower. 


Glass If a church is to be harmonious, from the esthetic as well as the archi- 
tectural point of view, all its parts must be in balance and unity. For example, no 
one in his right mind would place clear glass of the Colonial style or pictorial 
colored glass windows in a Gothic church. А type of church architecture which 
takes its form and inspiration from the medieval period naturally calls for a 
similar art form in its stained glass. Pictorial windows (which look like portraits 
painted on glass with depth, perspective, movement, and conventional figures) and 
Colonial clear glass are Ámerican inspired and harmonize intheir respective types 
of architecture; Gothic styled stained glass windows come to us from the Middle 
Ages, especially from France. 


This style is characterized by unconventional (archaic) figures, flat 
surface rather than perspective, and restrained movement. They аге a mosaic of 
small fragments of colored glass held together by narrow lead strips. The glory of 
Gothic stained glass windows is the glory of color - rubies, yellows, blues, 
purples, greens, and golds. The drawing or design is secondary, though important; 
seconding, as energetically as possible, the harmony of colors. 


Wood The use of wood in a Gothic church is kept to a minimum, serving only as 
a complement to the stone and, like the stained glass, to add needed warmth. 
This it does in the vaulted buttresses and in the chancel panels, pulpit, lectern, 
reredos, communion table and baptismal font. 


Che Windows 


We can claim some distinction for our stained glass windows on two counts: their unique subject 
matter and their unity of thought. A brief description will illustrate this. The aisle windows portray eight 
saints" of the Christian Church from the Apostolic Age to the present time. Each subject chosen particu- 
larly exemplifies one of the cardinal Christian virtues. 


Beginning in the west of the south nave arcade, to 
the left of the pulpit, is St. Stephen - ““COURAGE’’, 
The west medallion pictures St. Stephen kneeling 
under a hail of stones and, beneath, the text: Acts: 
7:60 ''Lord, lay not this sin to their charge." The 
east medallion shows Stephen looking up and seeing a 
vision of Christ, Acts 7:56 ''Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son of Man standing on the 


right hand of God.” 
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St. James, the next figure, exemplifies SANCTITY 
and SERVICE. The right medallion, illustrating here 
as in each of the eight subjects the virtue chosen, is 
that of a mother and child and James, James 1:27 
"Pure religion and undefiled before God and the 
Father is this, To visit the fatherless and widows in 
their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the 
world.” The left medallion in each case is illustrative 
of some incident in the saint's life, That left of 
St. James pictures the Council of Jerusalem, at which 
momentous meeting James presided, the 5cripture text 
Acts 15:16-17 “1 will build again the Tabernacle for 
all the Gentiles upon whom my name is called, saith 


the Lord.'' 
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lhe last south aisle window is that of St. Paul, 
the exemplification of LOVE. The right medallion 
shows Paul with the elders of Miletus on the shore 
for that sad farewell recorded in Acts 20:28: ''Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood." The east medallion portrays a 
shackled prisoner, Ephesians 3:1 ''For this cause | 
Paul, the prisoner of Jesus Christ for you Gentiles.''

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St. Haul 


St. Peter, the third figure of the south nave arcade, 
exemplifies FERVOR. Here the west medallion is a 
picturization of John 13:9 - Jesus washing Peter's 
feet - and Peter's typical reaction to his Lord's 
explanation of the rite: “Not my feet only but also my 
hands and my head," The left medallion pictures 
Peter and Jesus, a fire and a fish and the words 
“Simon Peter, lovest thou me? Feed my lambs.” 


John 21:15, 16, 
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David Livingstone brings this history of the 
church in glass up to our own time and completes the 
windows of the nave arcades. The great Scottish 
missionary exemplifies SERVICE. То the right of the 
central figure is a medallion picture of a boy at a 
loom, reading a book. The Gospel text is Matthew 


11:5 ‘*The poor have the gospel preached unto them.” 
To the west is portrayed a kneeling figure in a hut 
and a verse from Romans (15:20), suggestive of 
Livingstone's pioneer missionary labors in darkest 
Africa: ''Yea, so have I strived to preach the Gospel, 
where Christ was not named, lest 1 should build upon 
another man’s foundation.”

It should, in all fairness, be noted here that

St. Francis of Assissi, perhaps the most Christ- 
like character since the death of St. Stephen, portrays 
the virtue of SELF-GIVING. The east medallion is a 
picture of St. Francis giving his coat to a beggar, 
illustrative of Luke 18:22 “Sell all that thou hast and 
distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven; and come follow me." The accompanying 
medallion recalls a striking incident in Francis 
career - his preaching to the birds. The Scripture 
reference is Matthew 6:26 ''Behold the fowls of the 
air: for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 


into barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them." 


the minister's late father, Dr. Louis Matthews Sweet, 


collaborated with his son in working out the detail of these aisle windows, especially the medallion 


subjects and Scriptural texts. 


The clerestory windows are deeper in color than the arcade windows to create the sense of mystery 
and to carry the eye to the dominant figure of the triumphant Christ in the chancel window. In each clere- 
story window is a symbol of one of the disciples. Proceeding from the west end of the south clerestory 


around to the west section of the north clerestory are 


symbols for the following: Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, 


Peter, Andrew, Philip, Jude, Bartholomew, Simon, Mathias, Thomas, James Major, James Minor, Stephen, 
and Paul. Space does not permit a description of each symbol and the reason why it is applied to the 
particular disciple, but it is a study that is most rewarding. 
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Ihe Dr. John Niles Memorial Chancel Window centrally presents five heroic figures - 
Christ the King Triumphant, flanked by the four Evangelists, Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
Below these figures, extending across the three central lancets of the window, is portrayed 
THE LAST SUPPER. Here we feel considerable movement, as the standing Christ holds up the 
cup to give thanks and the disciples strain forward. The north medallion depicts the two Marys 
at the tomb, confronted by the Resurrection Angel. The south medallion portrays Christ in 
Gethsemane, reaching for the cup handed to Him by the ministering Angel. Harmony of color is 
particularly marked in the chancel window. The background of the standing Christ at the table is 
ruby, that of the medallions to right and left blue. The blue background here carries the eye to 
the ruby background of the blue-robed central figure of Christ the King, flanked on either side by 
the two ruby-robed figures of Mark and Luke. The color harmony serves to center the attention 


where it should be centered - on Christ triumphant over sin, death, and His enemies. 


The symbolism of the upper tracery of the window is significant. Above the central Christ 
is the crown and the cross-crowned orb (the earth) - symbols of Christ’s WORLD TRIUMPH. The 
crossed trumpets and the scales on the north symbolize THE JUDGMENT, while to the south is 
the ROSE, symbol of the Messianic hope, love, Christ, the nativity, and the LILY symbolic of 
purity, innocence, Christ’s human nature. The Table of the Law and the Bible represent 
PROPHECY, and above all, at the very top, the Alpha and the Omega, the BEGINNING and the 
END, the FIRST and the LAST - Christ. 


The base of the chancel window, behind the carved tracery, seems to sink mysteriously 


below the reredos, bringing one’s gaze down to the Communion Table and the central Christian 


symbol - the CROSS. 





The arrangement of the chancel is symbolic of the central and secondary emphases of the Christian 
faith - the CROSS central on the Communion Table commemorative of Christ’s atoning death. To one side, 
secondary to but an outgrowth and essential part of the message of the CROSS is the LECTERN where the 
Word is read; and to the other, the PULPIT where the Word is preached. The heaven-descending dove 
carved on the LECTERN symbolizes the Holy Spirit. The carved grapes on the PULPIT are symbolic of the 
Last Supper and the Redemptive death of Christ, recalling the words of St. Paul: 


**For I determined not to know any thing among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified,” ] Con, 2:2 
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Resurrection 


The subject treatment featured in the chancel 
aisle windows reaches its climax, historically speak- 
ing, especially for Presbyterians, in the Brandow 
Memorial Window in the North Foyer, as one enters the 
main entrance of the church. In the two lancets of this 
window are the figures of John Calvin and John Knox. 

John Calvin, the theological heir of St. Augustine 
whose career in Geneva, Switzerland parallels that of 
Savonarola in Florence, Italy, was a leading spirit in 
the Reformation of the sixteenth century. He systema- 
tized the doctrines of Protestantism and formulated its 
ecclesiastical discipline. Among the Reformed 
Churches embracing the calvinistic system is the 
Presbyterian Church. 

John Knox was the leading spirit of the Reformation 
in Scotland, He was originally of the Roman Catholic 
faith, but while serving as a tutor in 1544, he became 
acquainted with the preacher, George Wishart, and 
allied himself to his cause. Upon the accession of 
Queen Mary, Knox fled to Geneva. There he fell under 
the influence of John Calvin. He returned to Scotland 
and became the leader of the Protestant struggle in his 
native country. The Protestant party gained control of 
the government following Darnley’s murder, Catholic 
Mary Queen of Scots’ marriage to Bothwell, and her 
flight and imprisonment in England.

Educated in the public schools of Mount 
Vernon, New York, Mr. Sweet attended Hobart 
College, Geneva, New York, his father’s 
ALMA MATER. Elected to the same chapter, 
ZETA, of PHI BETA KAPPA in 1982, 
Mr. Sweet was granted the A.B. degree, 
SUMMA CUM LAUDE, in 1933. He took his 
theological trainingin McCormick Theological 
Seminary, Chicago, Illinois; was President of 
the Student Body 1935-1936, graduating with 
the B.D. degree in 1936 and was awarded the 
Bernadine Orme Smith Fellowship ‘‘for high- 
est general excellence during the three years 
of the Seminary course.’’ After graduate study 
in Chicago, Illinois, Mr. Sweet became pastor 
of the Clarendon Hills Community Presby- 
terian Church. The congregation at that time 
were worshipping in the gymnasium of the 
local school. Funds were raised for the 
erection of a church building and sanctuary 
in Georgian Colonial style. 


In 1941, Mr. Sweet became Associate 
pastor with Dr, John W. Maclvor and Dr. 
Norman L. Euwer of Second Presbyterian 
Church, St. Louis, a church of 1800 member- 
ship which afforded a rich experience in the 
administration of а large city church, 
particularly in the art of conducting public 
worship for which this church is justly 
famous. 
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Entering the service in 1943, Mr. Sweet became a chaplain first with the 70th Infantry Division in 
Camp Adair, Oregon, and then with the 91st Division when it left for overseas duty. Chaplain Sweet served 
as Regimental Chaplain of the 363га Infantry which entered combat north of Rome, Italy, engaging in the 


Rome-Arno-North Apennines campaigns. 


After serving as Interim Pastor of the East Genesee Presbyterian Church, Syracuse, N.Y., Mr. Sweet 
took up his duties as minister of the New Hartford, N.Y. Presbyterian Church. During this pastorate an 
extensive renovation of this 156-year-old Colonial church was completed. 


In February, 1949 Mr. Sweet became the minister of this church.
